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UNITED STATES: The Index of Prices Received by Farmers declined 2 points (1 percent) during the month ended August 15 

to 232 percent of its 1910-14 average. Lower prices for potatoes, cotton, tomatoes, and hogs contributed 
most to the decline. Partly offsetting were seasonally higher prices for milk and eggs, The index was 4 percent below 
August 1963 and the lowest for the month since 1955, 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers, including Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates, rose 1 point (1/3 of 1 percent) 
to 313 on August 15, the same as in June. Numerous changes in prices paid were almost offsetting, but increases slightly over- 
shadowed the declines, The mid-August Index was about 1 third of 1 percent higher than in August 1963. 


With prices farmers paid averaging slightly higher, and farm product prices lower, the Parity, Ratio moyed back to 74, 
This was 1 percent under July and 5 percent below a year earlier. ’ ‘a :

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The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers 
on January 15, 1965 was 224 percent of the 1910-14 average. This 
compared with 219 on December 15, 1964 and 225 in January last year. 


The all-crop index at 200 on January 15 was up three points from 
197 on December 15, but seven points down from 207 on January 15,1964, 
Compared with mid-December, corn was up two cents per bushel, soy- 
beans one cent, oats three cents, and barley five cents. Wheat and rye 
both held steady. Hay was $2.10 per ton higher. 


The livestock and livestock products index rose to 237 on 
January 15--from 230 on December 15 and 234 last January. From mid- 
December to mid-January, hogs advanced $.70 per cwt., cattle $1.10, 
calves $,70, sheep $.40 and lambs $2.60. Milk was off 15 cents per 
cwt.

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers as 
of December 15 was 259 percent of the 1910-14 average, This compared 
with 241 percent on November 15 and the December 1964 index of 217. 
The rise from a month ago was primarily caused by a sharp gain in hog 
prices, 

The mid-December all-crop index at 194, compared with 179 on 
November 15, but was 10 points below the December 1964 index of 204. 
Cor at $1.08 per bushel, was up 12 cents from November to December, 
but was six cents below a year earlier. Soybeans gained 15 cents from a 
month earlier, but at $2.56, were still 24 cents under a year ago, Oats, 
at $.68 per bushel, were up three cents from November, and wheat, at 
$1.49, was six cents higher. Hay was nearly unchanged from a month 
earlier, 

The mid-December livestock and livestock products index jumped 
to 314 percent of the 1910-14 average, up 20 points from 294 on Novem- 
ber 15 and is sharply above the December 1964 index of 228. Hogs, at 
$27.10 per cwt, on December 15, were up $3.50 from November and 
$12.60 from December 1964, They reached their highest level since 
September 1948 when they averaged $27.90 per cwt. Cattle at $21.00 
per cwt., were nearly unchanged for the third consecutive month, but 
were $2,80 above a year earlier, Lambs brought $23,50 per cwt., up 
$1.50 from November and $4, 80 from December 1964, From November 
to December, milk moved up five cents per cwt., eggs were up three 
cents per dozen, and chickens were up a fraction of a cent per pound, 


The December 15 hog-corn price ratio (bushels of corn equal in 
value to 100 pounds of live hog) was at a record high of 25,1 and com- 
pared with 24,6 on November 15 and 12.7 in December 1964, 
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The Index of Prices Received by Farmers jumped 11 points (4 percent) during the month ended December 15 


to 259 percent of its 1910-14 average. Sharply higher hog prices, together with price increases for eggs, 
cattle, and corn, contributed most to the advance, Seasonally lower cotton prices were the only important price decline. The

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers as 
of February 15, 1966, rose to 272 percent of the 1910-14 average. This 
compared with 266 on January 15 and 225 in February of last year. 


The mid-February all-crop index, at 209, compared with 206 on 
January 15 and 208 in February 1965, From mid-January to mid-February, 
soybeans gained eight cents per bushel to $2.83 and corn one cent per 
bushel to $1.16. Other grains and hay were unchanged. 


The February 15 livestock and livestock products index, at 325 per- 
cent, was up from 317 on January 15 and 240 in February 1965. Hogs 
declined 20 cents per cwt. from a month earlier, Cattle advanced $1. 30 
per cwt., calves $1.50, sheep and lambs each 50 cents. Chickens rose 
1 1/2 cents per pound and eggs 3 cents per dozen. Milk gained 5 cents per 
cwt. 

The February 15 hog-com ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to

The Index of Prices Paid for Commodities and Services, including Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates, rose

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers 
on August 15, 1966 was 284 percent of the 1910-14 average. This com- 
pared with 271 percent in mid-July and the August 1965 index of 252. 
Price increases, during the month ending August 15, in hogs, corn, 
soybeans, milk, cattle, and eggs contributed nearly all of the increase 
in the index. 


The all-crop index on August 15 was 249, compared with 238 
in mid-July and 202 in August 1965, Soybeans at $3.57 jumped 18 cents 
per bushel since mid-July, Corn advanced eight cents per bushel and 
rye was up three cents. Wheat declined two cents per bushel and oats 
one cent. Hay advanced 50 cents per ton. 


The livestock and livestock products index stood at 314 on 
August 15, compared with 298 on July 15 and the August 1965 index 
of 294, Hogs, at $24.90, were up $1.70 per cwt. from July and at 
their highest point since February, Cattle, at $22.90, were up $.40 
from a month earlier. Calves were up 50 cents per cwt. and lambs 
40 cents higher, but sheep were off 10 cents, Chickens were nearly 
unchanged, but eggs gained three cents per dozen, Milk moved up

ALL COMMODITY INDEX The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers 
on February 15, 1967 was 248 percent of the 1910-14 average. Declines 
in hogs, eggs, and soybeans caused most of the decrease from the mid- 
January index of 253. In February last year the index stood at 273. 


The all-crop index on February 15, at 217 percent, compared 
with 221 on January 15, but was above the February 1966 index of 213. 
Compared with a month earlier, wheat was off 5 cents per bushel, 
soybeans 8 cents, oats 2 cents, and com 1 cent. Hay gained SO cents 
per ton. 


The livestock and livestock products index at 274 on 
February 15, was down from 281 in mid-January and 324 in February 
1966. Hogs, at $18.60 per cwt., were down 50 cents from mid- 
January and $8.70 from a year earlier, Cattle, at $21.90 per cwt., 
were off 10 cents from mid-January. Lambs dropped $1.10, but 
calves gained 20 cents. Sheep were unchanged. Chickens advanced 
fractionally, but eggs fell 5 cents per dozen, Milk declined 5 cents 
per cwt. 


The February 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value 
to 100 pounds of live hog) at 14.4, compared with 14.7 in mid- 
January and 22.4 in February 1966. 
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UNITED STATES: The Index of Prices Received by Farmers declined 3 points (1 percent) during the month ended February 15, 
to 252 percent of its 1910-14 average. Lower prices for eggs, wheat, and wholesale milk contributed most 
to the decline. Partly offsetting were price increases for cotton and broilers, The index was 7 percent below February 1966. 


The Index of Prices Paid for Commodities and Services, including Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates declined {i point 
{1/3 percent) during the month to 339, 


With the Prices Received Index down 3 points, and the Parity Index down 1 point, the Parity Ratio declined 1 point to 74.

Contributing most to the decrease were price declines for eggs, milk, 
lettuce, and oranges, Sharply higher beef cattle prices were partially offsetting. The index was 4 percent above April 1968, 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Including Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates advanced 
three points (3/4 percent) during the month to a new high of 372, as a result of higher seasonally adjusted farm wage rates, and 
higher prices of items bought for both family living and production, The index was 5 percent above a year earlier, 


With prices of farm products declining, and prices paid by farmers and farm wage rates rising, the preliminary Adjusted Parity 
Ratio declined to 78, and the Parity Ratio to 73.

The all commodity index of prices received by Illinois 
farmers on October 15, 1969 was 267 percent of the 1910-14 average.

Compared with mid-September, 
lower prices for corn, hogs, cattle, and eggs were only partially 
offset by higher prices for wheat, oats, hay, and milk, 


The October 15 all-crop index at 182 compares with 186 in 
mid-September, and 169 in October 1968, Compared with mid- 
September, corn was down 5 cents per bushel, soybeans no change, 
wheat up 3 cents per bushel, and hay up $1.00 per ton.

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The Index of Prices Received by Farmers advanced 2 points (3/4 percent) during the month ended in mid-

and cotton. The most important price decline was for beef cattle. The index was 6 percent (15 points) above October 1968. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Including Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates 
advanced 2 points (1/2 percent) during the month to a new high of 376, The increase resulted primarily from higher seasonally 
adjusted farm wage rates. The index was 5S percent above a year earlier, 


With rising prices of farm products, higher seasonally adjusted farm wage rates, and increasing prices paid for commodities 


and services, the preliminary Adjusted Parity Ratio advanced to 80, while the Parity Ratio remained at 74,

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois 
farmers on August 15, 1970 was 276 percent of the 1910-14 average, 
The index stood at 284 in mid-July and 280 a year earlier. Lower 
prices for soybeans, hay, hogs, cattle and eggs were primarily 
responsible for the decrease from a month earlier. 


The August 15 all-crop index, at 217, was up from 216 in 
mid-July and up from 200 a year earlier. Compared with mid- 
July, corn increased 2 cents per bushel, wheat was up 4 cents, 
and oats were up 4 cents per bushel, Soybeans were down 8 cents 
per bushel arid hay was down SO cents per ton. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 327 percent in 
mid-August decreased 15 points from 342 on July 15, and was down 
from 349 in August 1969. Compared with mid-July, hogs decreased 
$2.10 per cwt.; cattle decreased 60 cents per cwt.; milk increased 
10 cents per cwt., and eggs decreased 4 cents per dozen, 


The August 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value 
to 100 pounds of live hog) was 16.3, compared with 18.2 in mid- 


‘July and 21,3 in August 1969. 
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UNITED STATES: The Index of Prices Received by Farmers dropped 10 points (3 percent) during the month ended August 15 to 

276 percent of its 1910-14 average. This was the largest single month decline since the 15 point (5 percent) 
drop from September to October 1948, and equaled the 10 point (4 percent) decline in January-February 1949, Contributing 
most to the decrease were lower prices for hogs, cattle, potatoes, and eggs, Higher prices for milk, lettuce, and wheat were 
partially offsetting. The index was 1 points below August 1969, 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates at 389 was 


unchanged from a month earlier, but one point below the record high of 390 for June 1970, The index was 15 points (4 percent)

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois 
farmers on January 15, 1973 was 365% of the 1910-14 average 
according to the Illinois Crop and Livestock Reporting Service. 
The index was up 11 points from mid-December 1972 and up 
81 points from January a year ago. Compared with mid- 
December higher prices were received in January for cattle, 
hogs, eggs, soybeans, and wheat. 


The January 15 all-crop index at 283 compares with 282 in 
mid-December 1972 and 207 in January 1972. Compared 
with mid-December, soybeans increased 14 cents, wheat 
increased 8 cents; corn decreased 4 cents, and oats and hay 
prices were unchanged. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 435 in mid- 
January, was up from 416 in mid-December and above the 
349 index in January 1972. From mid-December to mid- 
January, hogs increased $1.40, cattle increased $1.90, and 
eggs increased 8 cents. Milk decreased 15 cents.

The livestock and livestock products index, at 506 in mid-June, was up from

The June 15 hog-com ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds of

AGRICULTURAL PRICES OCTOBER 15, 1973 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on October 15, 
1973 was 474% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. The index was down 29 points from mid- 
September but up 161 points from October a year ago. Compared with mid- 
September, lower prices were received in October for corn, soybeans, wheat, 
hogs, cattle, sheep and eggs. 


The October 15 all-crop index at 408 compares with 424 in mid-September 
and 225 in October 1972. Compared with mid-September, soybeans decreased 
26 cents; corn decreased 5 cents; wheat decreased 43 cents, hay decreased 
$1.00, while oats were up 4 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 530 in mid-October, was down 
from 570 in mid-September but above the 388 index in October 1972. From 
mid-September to mid-October, hogs decreased $2.90 and cattle decreased 
$5.10. Eggs decreased 1 cent while milk prices increased 15 cents cwt. 


The October 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds of 
live hog) was 18.8 which compares to 19,7 in mid-September and 23,1 in mid- 
October 1972. 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 7 points (4 percent) to 184 
percent of the January-December 1967 average during the month ended Octo- 
ber 15, 1973. Contributing most to the decrease since mid-September were 
lower prices for cattle, hogs, wheat, broilers, and eggs. Higher prices for 
milk, rice, oranges, dry beans, and grapefruit were only partially offsetting. 
The index was 54 points (42 percent) above a year earlier. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Interest, . 
Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for October 15 was 150, unchanged from a month 
earlier, Lower prices for feed and feeder livestock were offset by higher wage 
rates and price increases for other farm production and family living items.

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on Novem- 
ber 15, 1973 was 471% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Mlinois Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. The index was down 3 points from mid- 
October but up 152 points from November a year ago. Compared with mid- 
October, lower prices were received in November for soybeans, hogs, cattle, 
while prices for corn, wheat, oats, hay and milk were higher. 


The November 15 all-crop index at 408 is unchanged from mid-October and 
compares with 238 in November 1972. Compared with mid-October, soybeans 
decreased 42 cents; corn increased 9 cents; wheat increased 18 cents, hay in- 
creased $2,00, while oats were up 4 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 525 in mid-November, was 
down from 532 in mid-October but above the 390 index in November 1972, 
From mid-October to mid-November, hogs decreased 30 cents and cattle 
decreased $2.40, Milk prices increased 56 cents while eggs remained 
unchanged, 


The November 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 18.0 which compares to 18.8 in mid-October and 22,1 in 
mid-November 1972.

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 3 points (1 1/2%) to 181% 
of the January-December 1967 average during the month ended November 15, 
1973.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES DECEMBER 15, 1973 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on Decem- 
ber 15, 1973 was 487% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois 
Crop and Livestock Reporting Service. The index was up 14 points from 
mid-November and up 133 points from December a year ago, Compared 
with mid-November, lower prices were received in December for hogs and 
cattle, while prices for corn, wheat, soybeans, oats, hay and milk were 
higher. 


The December 15 all-crop index at 450 compares with 408 in mid-November 
and compares with 282 in December 1972. Compared with mid-November, 
soybeans increased 54 cents; corn increased 24 cents; wheat increased 53 cents, 
hay increased $1.50, and oats increased 8 cents, 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 518 in mid-December, was 
down from 527 in mid-November but above the 416 index in December 1972, 
From mid-November to mid-December, hogs decreased $1.80 and cattle 
decreased 50 cents. Milk prices increased 13 cents while eggs increased 

4 cents. 


The December 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 15.5 which compares to 18.0 in mid-November and 20.3 in 
mid-December 1972. 

UNITED STATES 

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers increased 3 points (1 1/2%) to 184% 
of the January-December 1967 average during the month ended December 15, 
1973. Contributing most to the increase since mid-November were higher 
prices for wheat, Upland cotton, corn, milk, eggs, and soybeans, Lower 
prices for cattle and hogs were partially offsetting. The index was 47 points 
(34%) above a year earlier, 

The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Interest, 
Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for December 15 was 153, up 2 points (1 1/2%) 
from a month earlier, Higher prices for production items, especially feed 
and fuel, were only partially offset by lower prices for feeder livestock. The 
index was 22 points, (17%) above a year earlier,

AGRICULTURAL PRICES MARCH 15, 1974 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on 
March 15, 1974 was 504% of the 1910-14 average, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 32 
points from mid-February but up 80 points from March a year ago. 
Compared with mid-February, lower prices were received in March for 
corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, hay, hogs, cattle and eggs. 


The March 15 all-crop index at 485 compares with 511 in mid-February 
and 323 in March 1973. Compared with mid-February, soybeans 
decreased 10 cents; corn decreased 15 cents; wheat decreased 75 cents; 
oats decreased 6 cents and hay decreased 50 cents, 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 520 in mid-March, was 
down from 557 in mid-February but above the 509 index in March 1973, 
From mid-February to mid-March, hogs decreased $4, 40; cattle decreased 
$1.60 and eggs decreased 11 cents, Milk increased 5 cents. 


The March 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn eqyal in value to 100 
pounds of live hog) was 12.8 which compares to 13.7 in mid-February and 
27.2 in mid-March 1973. 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 9 points (4%) during 


the month ended March 15, 1974, Contributing most to the decrease 
since mid-February were lower prices for cattle, hogs, wheat, eggs, 
calves, tomatoes, and corn. Higher prices for potatoes and dry beans 
were only partially offsetting. The index was 35 points (22%) above a 
year earlier, 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, 
Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for mid-March was 161, up 2 points 
(1 1/2%) from mid-February. Lower feeder livestock and feed prices only 
partially offset higher prices for nearly all other index components, The 
index was 23 points (17%) above a year earlier,

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on 

April 15, 1974 was 459% of the 1910-14 average, according to the 

Iinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 

45 points from mid-March, but up 43 points from April a year ago. 
Compared with mid-March, lower prices were received in April for 
most commodities, 


The April 15 all-crop index at 429 compares with 485 in mid-March 


and 335 in April 1973. Compared with mid-March, soybeans de- 
creased 80 cents, corn 27 cents, wheat 92 cents and oats 10 cents, 
while hay was unchanged. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 485 in mid-April, was 
down from 519 in mid-March but equal to the index in April 1973.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES JUNE 15, 1974 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on June 15, 
1974 was 415% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 17 points from mid- 
May and down 86 points from June a year ago. Compared with mid-May, 
higher prices were received in June for corn and wheat, while lower prices 
were received for soybeans, oats, hogs, cattle and eggs. 


The June 15 all-crop index at 434 compares with 422 in mid-May and 494 
in June 1973, Compared with mid-May, com increased 15 cents and wheat 
increased 19 cents, while soybeans decreased 10 cents, oats decreased 

2 cents and hay decreased $1.50, 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 399 in mid-June, was down 
from 439 in mid-May and below the 507 index in June 1973. From mid- 
May to mid-June, hogs decreased $2.80, cattle decreased $3.90, eggs 
decreased 6 cents and milk decreased 27 cents, 


The June 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 9,0 which compares to 10,6: in mid-May and 17,7 in mid- 
June 1973, 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 10 points (6%) to 165% 


of its January-December 1967 average during the month ended June 15, 
1974, Contributing most to the decrease since mid-May were lower — 
prices for cattle, milk, hogs, potatoes, calves, and eggs, Higher prices 
for corn, peaches, and apples were only partially offsetting. The index 
was 7 points (4%) below a year earlier, 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, 
Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for June 15 was 166, up 1 point 
(2/3 %) from mid-May. Sharply lower prices for feeder livestock and 
lower feed and food prices were more than offset by higher prices for 
other production and family living goods and services, The index was 
20 points (14%) above a year earlier,

AGRICULTURAL PRICES JULY 15, 1974 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on July 15, 
1974 was 486% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois Cooperative 
Crop Reporting Service. The index was up 73 points from mid-June and up 

3 points from July a year ago, Compared with mid-June, higher prices were 
received in July for corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, hay, hogs, cattle and eggs. 


The July 15 all-crop index at 501 compares with 434 in mid-June and 424 
in July 1973. Compared with mid-June, wheat increased 63 cents, corn 
37 cents, soybeans $1.05, oats 9 cents and hay $1.50, 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 473 in mid-July, was up from 
395 in mid-June but below the 532 index in July 1973. From mid-June to 
mid-July, hogs increased $9,90, cattle increased $5. 30 and eggs increased 
5 cents, Milk decreased 26 cents. 


The July 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds of 
live hog) was 11,2, which compares to 9,0 in mid-June and 18,4 in mid- 
July 1973. 


UNITED STATES 

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers increased 10 points (6%) to 175% 

of its January-December 1967 average during the month ended July 15, 1974. 
Contributing most to the increase were higher prices for hogs, cattle, wheat, 
corn, soybeans and eggs. Lower prices for milk, cotton, peaches, and dry 
beans were only partially offsetting. The index was only 2 points (1%) above 
a year earlier.

hei November 15, 1974 was 516% of the 1910-14 average, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 25 
points from mid-October but up 43 points from November a year ago. 
Compared with mid-October, lower prices were received in November 
for corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, hogs and cattle while hay and milk 
were higher. Egg prices were unchanged. 


The November 15 all-crop index at 562 compares with 602 in mid- 
October and 409 in November 1973. Compared with mid-October, soy- 
beans decreased 85 cents; corn decreased 20 cents; wheat decreased 19 
cents; oats decreased 1 cent, while hay was up $1.50. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 477 in mid-November, 
was down from 488 in mid-October and below the 527 index in November 
1973. From mid-October.to mid-November, hogs decreased $1.00 and 
cattle decreased $1.50. Milk prices increased 13 cents while eggs re- 
mained unchanged. 


The November 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 
pounds of live hog) was 11.0 which compares to 10.6 in mid-October and 
18.0 in mid-November 1973.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES JULY 15, 1975 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on July 15, 
1975 was 525% of the 1910-14 averaye, according to the Ulinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. The index was up 25 points from mid-June 
and up 39 points from July a year ago. Compared with mid-June, higher 
prices were received in July for hogs, soybeans, wheat and corn. 


The July 15 all crop index at 446 compares with 431 in mid-June and 503 
in July 1974, Compared with mid-June, soybeans increased 39 cents; 
wheat increased 39 cents; corn increased 2 cents; hay decreased $3.00; 
and oats decreased 6 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 591 in mid-July was up from 
559 in mid-June and 472 in July 1974, From mid-June to mid-July, hogs 
increased $7, 00; cattle decreased 95 cents; milk increased 5 cents and eggs 
decreased 1 cent. 


The a, 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 19.5 which compares to 17.0 in mid-June and 11.0 in 
mid-July 1974. 


UNITED STATES 

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers increased 5 points (3 percent) to 
187% of its January~December 1967 average during the month ended 

July 15, 1975. Contributing most to the increase were higher prices for 
hogs, wheat, potatoes, Upland cotton, milk, and soybeans. Lower prices 
for cattle were partially offsctting, The index was 11 points (6%) above a 
year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Interest, 
Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for July 15 was 186, up 1 point (1/2%) from a 
month earlier. Higher prices for food and fuel were only jae offset by 
lower feeder livestock prices. The index was 18 points (11%) above a year 
earlier.

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on 

October 15, 1975 was 539% of the 1910-14 average, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 9 points 
from mid-September and down 2 points from October a year ago. Com- 
BBO i iicassncas pared with mid-September, lower prices were received in October for corn, 
soybeans, wheat, oats, hogs and eggs.

The October 15 all crop index at 425 compares with 454 in mid-September 
and 606 in October 1974. Compared with mid-September, wheat onic 
6 cents; corn decreased 19 cents; oats decreased 7 cents; and soybeans de- 
creased 43 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 635 in mid-October was up 
from 626 in mid-September and 486 in October 1974, From mid- 
September to mid-October, cattle increased 20 cents; milk increased 

40 cents; while hogs decreased 10 cents and eggs 2 cents. 


The October 15 hog~-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 22.7 which compares to 21.2 in mid-September and 10.6 
in mid-October 1974. 


UNITED STATES 

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 1 point (1/2%) to 193% 
of its January-December 1967 average during the month ended October 15, 
1975. Contributing most to the decline since mid-September were lower 
prices for corn, soybeans, eggs, cattle, and apples. Higher prices for milk 
and Upland cotton were partially offsetting. The index was 7 points (4%) 
above a year ago.

Compared 
with mid-November, higher prices were received in December for corn, 
oats, milk, and eggs. 





The December 15 all crop index at 390 compares with 393 in mid-

The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on July 15, 
1976 was 527% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 1 point from mid-June 
and down 4 points from July a year ago. Compared with mid-June, 

higher prices were received in July for corn, oats, milk, soybeans and 
eggs while lower prices were received for wheat, hay, hogs and cattle. 


The July 15 all crop index at 495 compares with 476 in mid-June and 446 
in July 1975. Compared with mid-June, corn increased 7 cents, soybeans 
increased 59 cents, oats increased 1 cent, while wheat decreased 9 cents 

and hay decreased $2.50 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 553 in mid-July was down 
from 572 in mid-June and the 603 in July 1975. From mid-June to mid- 
July, egg prices increased 3 cents and milk increased 25 cents while 
cattle decreased $3.50 and hogs decreased $1.20 


The July 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 pounds 
of live hog) was 16.4, which compares to 17.3 in mid-June and 19.5 
in mid-July 1975.

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers was unchanged from the revised 
June index at 196% of its January- December 1967 average during the 
month ended July 15, 1976.

ALL COMMODITY INDEX 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on Septem- 
ber 15, 1976 was 491% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 2 points from 
mid-August and down 62 points from September a year ago. Compared 
with mid-August, higher prices were received in September for corn, soy- 
beans, oats, hay and eggs, while lower prices were received for wheat, 
cattle and hogs.

The September 15 all crop index at 464 compares with 452 in mid-August 
and 453 in September 1975. Compared with mid-August, hay increased 
$1.50, corn increased 1 cent, soybeans increased 46 cents, oats increased 
1 cent, while wheat decreased 6 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 515 in mid-September was 
down from 528 in mid-August and 638 in September 1975. From mid- 
August to mid-September, egg prices increased 1 cent, while milk was 
unchanged and cattle decreased 10 cents and hogs decreased $2.40.

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J The September 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 


pounds of live hog) was 15.0, which compares to 16.0 in mid-August and 
21.1 in mid-September 1975. 


UNITED STATES 

The Index of Prices Received by Farmers decreased 1 point (1/2 percent) 
to 186% of its January-December 1967 average during the month ended 
September 15, 1976, Contributing most to the decrease since mid-August 
were lower prices for hogs, potatoes, cattle, oranges and wheat. Higher 
prices for soybeans, cotton and milk were partially offsetting. The index 
was 13 points (7 percent) below a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, Interest, 
Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for September 15 was 195, unchanged from a 

month earlier. Lower feeder livestock prices offset price increases for other 
index components. The index was 9 points (5 percent) above a year earlier.

ALL COMMODITY INDEX ber 15, 1976 was 437% of the 1910-14 average, according to the Illinois 
% of 1910-14 Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was down 15 points frorn 





mid-October and down 64 points from November a year ago. Compared 
with mid-October, higher prices were received in November for soybeans, 
hay, cattle and eggs, while lower prices were received for corn, wheat, 
hogs and milk. 


The November 15 all crop index at 395 compares with 418 in mid-October 
and 392 in November 1975. Compared with mid-October, soybeans increased 
19 cents, hay increased $1.00, while oats were unchanged and corn decreased 
31 cents and wheat decreased 20 cents. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 472 in mid-November was 
down from 481 in mid-October and 594 in November 1975. From mid- 
October to mid-November, cattle increased 40 cents, eggs increased 2 cents, 
while milk decreased 35 cents and hogs decreased $1.70. 


The November 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 
pounds of live hog) was 15.5, which compares to 14,1 in mid-October and 
21.1 in mid-November 1975.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES FEBRUARY 15, 1977 


The ail-commodity index of prices received by Illinois farmers on 
February 15, 1977 was 489% of the 1910-14 average, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The index was up 5 points 
frorn January and down 7 points from February a year ago, Compared 
with January, higher prices were received in February for soybeans, 
wheat, oats, hay, hogs, milk and eggs, while lower prices were 
received for corn and cattle. 


The February 15 all-crop index at 451 compares with 447 in Januar 
and 416 in February 1976. Compared with January, corn decrease 

4 cents, soybeans increased 24 cents, wheat increased 3 cents, oats 
increased 2 cents and hay increased $3.00. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 520 in mid-February, 
was up from 515 the previous month but down from 563 in aise al 
1976. From papae to mid-February, cattle decreased $.50 and hogs 
increased $1.20, while eggs increased 2 cents and milk increased 

5 cents. 


The February 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 100 
pounds of live hog) was 16.6, which compares to 16.0 in January and 
18.8 in February 1976. 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers increased 4 points (2%) to 


187% of its January-December 1967 average during the month ended 
February 15, 1977. Contributing most to the increase since mid- 
January were higher prices for cattle, broilers, hogs, soybeans, vege- 
tables and cotton. Lower prices for corn and milk were partially 
offsetting. The index was unchanged from a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and Services, 
Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for February 15 was 200, up 

2 points (1%) from the revised January index. Higher prices for feeder 
livestock accounted for most of the increase. The index was 9 points 
(5%) above a year earlier,

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AGRICULTURAL PRICES APRIL 15, 1977 


The all-commodity index of prices received by Illinois 
farmers on April 15, 1977 was 507% of the 1910-14 average, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. 
The index was up 22 points from March and up 14 points from 
April a bites ago. Compared with March, higher prices were 
received in April for soybeans, cattle and milk, while lower 
prices were received for wheat, hay, hogs, and eggs. 


The April 15 all-crop index at 514 compares with 466 in 
March and 408 in April 1976. Compared with March, corn 
remained the same, soybeans increased $1.95, wheat 
decreased 8 cents, oats remained the same and hay decreased 
$6.00. 


The livestock and livestock products index, at 502 in mid- 
April, was up from 500 the previous month but down from 566 
in April 1976. From March to mid-April, cattle increased 
$1.90 but hogs decreased $1.50, while eggs decreased 3 cents 
and milk increased 20 cents. 


The April 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn equal in value to 
100 pounds of live hog) was 15.2, which compares to 15.8 in 
March and 18.6 in April 1976. 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers increased 3 points 

(1 2 percent) to 193% of its January- December 1967 average 
during the month ended April 15, 1977. Contributing most to 
the increase since mid-March were higher prices for soybeans, 
cattle, oranges and potatoes. Lower prices for vegetables, 
Hee eggs, cotton and corn were partially offsetting. The 
index was 4 points (2 percent) above a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for Commodities and 
Services, Interest, Taxes, and Farm Wage Rates for April 15 
was 204, up 3 points (14 percent) from a month earlier. 
Prices were generally up. The major contributors to the index 
increase were higher prices for feeder livestock, seeds, feed, 
and building and fencing materials. The index was 13 points

The All-commodity Index of Prices Received 
by Illinois Farmers on June 15, 1977 was 
492% of the 1910-14 average, according to 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service.

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AGRICULTURAL PRICES - NOVEMBER 15, 1977 


The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on November 15, 1977 
was 461% of the 1910-14 average, according 
to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. The index was up 16 points from 
October and up 23 points from November a 
year ago. Compared with October, higher 
prices were received in November for corn, 
soybeans, wheat, oats, milk, and eggs, 
while lower prices were received for hogs 
and hay. Cattle prices were unchanged 
from last month. 


The November 15 all-crop index at 379 com- 
pares with 339 in October and 395 in 
November 1976. Compared with October, 
soybeans increased 45 cents, wheat increased 
36 cents, corn increased 29 cents, oats in- 
creased 3 cents. 


PRICES RECEIVED BY ILLINOIS FARMERS 
ALL COMMODITY INDEX 
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The livestock and livestock products index, 
at 529 in mid-November, was down from 535 
the previous month but up from 474 in Novem- 
ber 1976. From October to mid-November, 
cattle prices were unchanged while hogs 
decreased $1.70. Eggs increased 3 cents 

and milk increased 10 cents. 


The November 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of 
corn equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
hog) was 19.1, which compares to 23.3 in 
October and 15.5 in November 1976. 


UNITED STATES 


The Index of Prices Received by Farmers in- 
creased 2 points (1%) to 180% of its January- 
December 1967 average during the month ended 
November 15, 1977. Contributing most to the 
increase since mid-October were higher prices 
for corn, soybeans and wheat. Lower prices 
for hogs, oranges and cattle were partially 
offsetting. The index was 7 points (4%) 
above a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for 
Commodities and Services, Interest, Taxes, 
and Farm Wage Rates for November 15 was 202, 
up 1 point (1/2%) from mid-October. Higher 
prices for feed were only partially offset 
by lower prices for feeder livestock. The 
index was 10 points (5%) higher than a year 
earlier.

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AGRICULTURAL PRICES - JUNE 15, 1978 


The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on June 15, 1978 was 
556% of the 1910-14 average, according to 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. The index was up 4 points from 
May and up 60 points from June a year ago. 
Compared with May, higher prices were 
received in June for corn, hogs, and cattle, 
while lower prices were received for soy- 
beans, wheat, oats, hay, and eggs. Milk 
prices remained unchanged. 


The June 15 all-crop index at 437 compares 

with 444 in May and 458 in June 1977. Com- 

pared with May, corn increased 1 cent, soy- 
beans decreased 23 cents, hay decreased 

50 cents, wheat decreased 7 cents and oats 

decreased 9 cents.

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The livestock and livestock products 
index, at 656 in mid-June, was up from 
643 the previous month and up from 527 
in June 1977. From May to mid-June, hog 
prices increased $1.10, cattle increased 
$2.00, eggs decreased 2 cents, and milk 
was unchanged. 


The June 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of 
corn equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
hog) was 21.0, which compares to 20.7 in 
May and 19.2 in June 1977.

The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for 
Commodities and Services, Interest, Taxes, 
and Farm Wage Rates for October 15 was 224, 
up 1 point (1/2 percent) from mid-September. 
Higher prices for feeder livestock and 
family living items accounted for most of 
the increase. Feed and building and fenc- 
ing materials also showed some gains while 
fertilizer prices were lower. The October 
index was 23 points (11 percent) above a 
year earlier.

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AGRICULTURAL PRICES - NOVEMBER 15, 1978 


The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on November 15, 1978 
was 547% of the 1910-14 average, according 
to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. The index was down 8 points 

from October and up 91 points from November 
a year ago. Compared with October, higher 
prices were received in November for corn, 
soybeans, wheat, oats, milk and eggs, while 
lower prices were received for hay, hogs 
and cattle. 


The November 15 all-crop index at 420 com- 
pares with 409 in October and 370 in Novem- 
ber 1977. Compared with October, corn 
increased 10 cents, soybeans increased 

5 cents, wheat increased 8 cents, oats 
increased 6 cents, but hay decreased 

50 cents.

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The livestock and livestock products index, 
at 655 in mid-November, was down from 79 
the previous month and up from 529 in 
November 1977.

The November 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of 
corn equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
hog) was 22.2, which compared to 25.4 in 
October and 19.8 in Novembe: 1977.

The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on December 15, 1978 
was 565% of the 1910-14 average, according 
to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. The index was up 18 points from 
November and up 90 points from December a 
year ago. Compared with November, higher 
prices were received in December for corn, 
soybeans, hay, hogs, cattle, milk, and 
eggs, while lower prices were received 
only for wheat and oats.

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AGRICTILTURAL PRICES - JANUARY 15, 1979 


The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on January 15, 1979 

was 586% of the 1910-14 average. The index 
was up 19 points from December and up 103 
points from January a year ago. Compared 
with December, higher prices were received 
in January for soybeans, wheat, hay, hogs, 
and cattle, while lower prices were received 
for corn, oats, milk, and eggs. 


The January 15 all-crop index at 437 compares 
with 434 in December and 392 in January 1978. 
Compared with December, soybeans increased 

17 cents, wheat increased 10 cents, and hay 
increased $1.50, but corn decreased 3 cents 
and oats decreased 5 cents. 


PRICES RECEIVED BY ILLINOIS FARMERS 
ALL COMMODITY INDEX 
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The livestock and livestock products index, 
at 711 in mid-January, was up from 679 the 
previous month and up from 560 in January 
1978. From December to mid-January, hog 
prices increased $2.40, cattle increased 
$4.70, milk decreased 20 cents, and eggs 
decreased by 4 cents a dozen. 


The January 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of 
corn equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
hog) was 23.7, which compared to 22.3 in 
December and 21.2 in January 1978. 


UNITED STATES 


The January Index of Prices Received by 
Farmers increased 10 points (5%) to 232% 
of its January-December 1967 average. 
Contributing most to the increase since 
December were higher prices for cattle, 
lettuce, hogs, broilers and soybeans. 
Lower prices for cotton, eggs and oranges 
were partially offsetting. The index was 
46 points (25%) above a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for 
Commodities and Services, Interest, Taxes, 
and Farm Wage Rates for January 15 was 233, 
up 7 points (3%) from mid-December. Higher 
prices for feeder livestock and family 
living items plus the annual updating of 
the indexes for interest, taxes, and farm 
services and cash rent accounted for most 
of the index rise. The January index was 
24 points (11%) above a year earlier.

Compared with January, higher 
prices were received in February for corn, 
soybeans, wheat, hay, hogs, and cattle, 
while prices were unchanged for milk and 
eggs, and lower for oats. 


The February 15 all-crop index at 448 com- 
pares with 433 in January and 389 in Febru- 
ary 1978. Compared with January, corn in- 
creased 2 cents, soybeans increased 55 cents, 
wheat increased 1 cent, hay increased $1.50, 
but oats decreased 5 cents. 


PRICES RECEIVED BY ILLINOIS FARMERS 
ALL COMMODITY INDEX 
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The livestock and livestock products index, 
at 743 in mid-February, was up from 713 
the previous month and up from 593 in 
February 1978. From January to mid- 
February, hog prices increased $1.70 and 
cattle increased $4.10, with milk and eggs 
unchanged at $11.80 and $.58, respectively. 


The February 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of 
corn equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
hog) was 24.1, which compared to 23.5 in 
January and 22.6 in February 1978. 


UNITED STATES 


The February Index of Prices Received by 
Farmers increased 8 points (3%) to 240% 

of its January-December 1967 average. Con- 
tributing most to the increase since Janu- 
ary were higher prices for cattle, soy- 
beans, hogs, calves, oranges and broilers. 
Lower prices for cotton, potatoes, turkeys 
and barley were partially offsetting. The 
index was 4] points (24%) above a year ago. 


The Index of Prices Paid by Farmers for 
Commodities and Services, Interest, Taxes 
and Farm Wage Rates for February 15 was 
238, up 4 points (2%) from mid-January. 
Higher prices for feeder livestock, feed, 
building and fencing materials, fuels and 
energy, and family living items accounted 
for most of the increase.
